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FIELD DAY *89' WRAP-UP 


This year's Fleld day should go down in the club's history book as being 
one of the most unique events that we've had in quite awhile. I knew things 
were off to a strange beginning on Friday afternoon, when I heard Jerry 
(WBR2CAK) call for help saying he had the front wheels of the 4-H tractor 
stuck in a hole. When I arrived, the front end was ina hole and the back 
tires were all covered with mud from obvious spinning. Well, 80 much for 
getting the grass cut. Then I got stuck with my station wagon and pop-up. 
The wagon was a trick to dig out and it was even more fun getting the pop-up 
back out on the road again. Many thanks to Ray (WB2LNR) for having that roll 
of line. at the site. It had become very apparent that the rains earlier in 
the week were going to take their toll on this operation. Little did we know 
what was in store for us. I had had great hopes of getting everything put on 
the tower Friday night and having several sections in place by dark, but all 
the "digging out" in the afternoon delayed that. 

Saturday was the most unique day of all. The tower assembly was under 
way, with the antennas, lights, and flags until about 11 AM. Then the skys 
really opened up! I can't remember the last time I've seen it rain like it 
did that day. Mike (WA2TOP) was one of a few who had rain gear with him. Do 
you suppose he knew something the rest of us didn't? Anyhow, in spit of the 
driving rain, he wired up our power feeds so they would be ready if the rain 
ever stopped. The rain finally dled off around 12:30 or so, and work on the 
tower commenced again. There were a lot of people and a lot of cooperation 
on the tower setup, this year. So much so that I think it went up in record 
time. Well, ol’ Murphy wasn't done with us yet. The generator started 
“srowing fits and Ray (AI2B) started worrying. When he worries about the 

aerator, I worry about the entire event going down the drain. At 2:15 PM, 
the power was checked and correct, the generator was running smooth, so we 
went on the air. 

No, Murphy was not done with us yet. 10 & 15 meters was reported as heing 
poor and 17 wasn't too far behind. 20 meters and down were falrly active, so 
those stations were busy. Around 5:30 Saturday evening, an RV station got 
the ok, from one of Ray's (AI2B) prodigies, to fire up an air-conditioner. 
Down went 4 stations when the feeder box fuse blew. Ray came out to the box, 
got hit with a dumb attack from Murphy, and hit the main switch on the box 
and took out the remaining 2 stations. Twenty minutes later we had our power 
restored and were on the air again. Around 8 PM, Jerry Backhoe came out and 
started leveling off the dirt over the septic system. This is where the 
"less than optimum conditions" comes into play. Trying to copy phone or CW 
with a diesel caterpillar running not more than 150 feet away is a real 
experience. Fortunately that only lasted about about 45 minutes. 

By comparison, Sunday was a dull and uneventful day. Nothing happened to 
create any excitement until around 11 AM when 10 meters opened up. The 10 
meter stations went crazy trying to get their contacts which propagation had 
kept from them earlier. 75 phone went down early as we had antenna problems 
which later turned out to be a broken connection. 

For those of you that did not come out this year, you really missed a good 
time. All of the problems, rain, and foul ups made for one of the best Field 
Days that I've ever been to. ~ It has been suggested that we get T-shirts 
that say "I survived Field Day ‘*89'", for those that came out. Not a bad 
tdea, This year I certainly found out who the dyed-in-the-wool Field Day 

~ple are in the club. Despite the miserable weather, not one person ever 
sd anything about packing it in and going home. Everyone who planned to 
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stay all weekend, did stay. Probably for fear they might miss something. 

To all of the Band Chairmen, operators, and loggers/dupers my sincere 
thanks and appreciation for sticking it out with me. You helped make this 
year's event one to remember for years to come. 

Ray (AI2B) and Mike (WA2TOP), thanks for your work with the generator. 
Especially to you Mike as I know you were out in the driving rain, when the 
rain was at its worst, wiring in the power feeders for us. I half expected to 
see you floating down the river that we had on the access road during the 
peak of the rain. I guess you tied yourself to the generator. 

I always save the best for last. Everyone likes to eat well at Field Day 
and that we really did this year. Meatball sandwiches and bar-b-qued chicken 
were the main courses on Saturday for lunch and dinner and they were 
excellent. Plus we had egg Mac-muffins for Sunday breakfast. Not had!

HARRISON TWP. — They weren't 
saying much, but it’s not what they 
say as muchas who they say it to. 

“OQ, CQ, this is Whiskey Two Mike 
Mike Delta. Eight Alpha, southern 
New Jersey,” 

That message was being repeated 
by eight operators who sat in tents 
and screen houses erected at the 
Gloucester County 4H Center here, 
trying to contact whoever could hear 
them. The operators, members of the 
Gloucester County Amateur Radio 
Club, were taking part in a national 
radio exercise called ‘Field Day '89."" 

Basically translated, the above 
message was a plea for anyone who 
heard it to make contact with the club 
operators, using the club call sign of 
W2MMD. The 8A lets listeners know 
how many transmitters are working 
and that it's a club operation. 


Sponsored by the American Radio 


Relay League, Field Day is staged on 
the last full weekend in June every 
year. Ham radio operators from all 
over the United States and Canada 
unplug their radios and disconnect 
their home antennas and set up an 
emergency to operate for 24 hours, 
“One goal is to practice working under 
mergency conditions and the other is 
make as many radio contacts as

possible, said Field Day chairman Art 
Strong, KA2DOT. 

The competition cfficially began at 
2 p.m. Saturday, according to the 
club’s public information officer, Jim 
Clark, KA20SV. 

Saturday morning's rain slowed 
things up a bit, making it more diffi- 
cult to set up the tents and to raise the 
nearly 100-foot antenna mast in the 
middle of a muddy field. 

The rain did not dampen the Ham 
operators’ spirits, though. Strong 
slipped off his shoes as he checked on 
some of the radio operators and 
splashed his bare feet in muddy 
puddles. 

Although conditions are less than 
perfect, the modern age has come to 
ham radio events. In some tents, 
radio operators repeated their ‘‘CQ” 


calls while an assistant used a sharp- 
ened pencil to log all contacts. In 
other tents, however, the assistants 
used computers to log the contacts 
and list the “dupes,” making sure no 
duplications are made in contacts as 
the exercise drags on. 

Nearly 50 people took part in the 
local Field Day, although only about 
25 were there for the whole 24-hour 
period, Clark said. 

Not much regular radio traffic is 
heard on Field Day. Most operators 
are either involved in the competi- 
tion-drill or can’t get through all the 
Field Day radio traffic. 

Still, there is a note of personality 
that shines through even the radio 
shorthand, 

“This is 2A, southern Florida, 
Seventy-three,” said one disembodied 
voice, using the numbers that mean, 
“best regards.”

Ihe most important step to be taken in dealing with an EFI problem 
is to cooperate and be courteous with your neighbor. fever y ueighber 
vse different, some are extremely anyry about the inter ference arid 
others are very cooperative. The cooperative neighbor usually can 
be dealt with easily, but it’s the other anary yelling meiobbor that 
is the hardest to deal with. 


Over the years, it seems that most of mv ROI problems tiave aroused 
the worst neighbors. I have beon yelled at, had my life threatrecd, 
and even had my personal property damanued. Mfter thinkina about the 
problem for a while, I decided that it was time to out think these 
nasty neighbors and manuever them intelligently so that they would 
be willing to cooperate with me in resolving the matter. Usually 
when one of these masty neighbors comes over, he has had a terrible 
day ato work, just had an argurment with his wife, bil by his log ete. 
ile decides to retreat to his last place of FEACE (TV, SIFREO, FHONE 
OR OTHER HOME ENTERTAINMENT DEVICE)....... but NO... eee instead he has 
a front row seat in your Ham Shack which just burns him up to the 
WAM. The VOICE RAISES, THE FEET STOMF, and there is a LOUD knock 
pean your door. 


As the door opens you hear "YOUR #@'&Ze! radio is interfering with 

my TV! (STEREO, FHONE ETC.). This moment is where YOU beqin to can- 
trol the situation. NEVER arque as you will tose control of the 
situation and the cure. The response that has worked the best for me 
ie "OF sorry, I did not tFnow that my HA RADIEO was iober fer ing with 
your equipment. T will stop transmitting and come over bo see yer 
Loamorrow and we can discuss the matter. Usually, after your nmeiahbor 
cools off he will feel Tike aA JERE fer yetling ak yon and anologize.

In part 1 we discussed how to control a NASTY ANGRY neighbor who 
is pounding your door down with an RFI complaint. Here in part 2 


we will educate this neighbor about HAM KADIN. 
EDUCATION: 


The only thing that your neighbor probably knows about HAM RADIO 
is that he is receiving it over his HOME ENTERTAINMENT DEVICES. 
Casually begin to talk to your neighbor about HAM RADIO. Start- 
ing with PUBLIC SERVICE usually gets his attention. Explain how 
HAMS have saved many lives and assisted with communications in 
times of disasters all over the world. Explain that HAM RADIO 
was created to have a resource of trained radio operators ready 
to assist in these times of need. Let him know that if a disaster 
occured where you live, that you would be able to get information 
through when all other communication services are down. 


Another important step is to tell your neighbor how HANG have to 
STUDY order to get their licenses. A short talk about the written 
teets, and the code tests will most likely impress him ancl convince 
him that you da indeed know what you are talking about. 


lt is now time to EXPLAIN why some devices will receive FFI and 
why some will not. Tell your neighbor that MOST electronic home 
entertainment devices are not properly filtered against RFI due 
to lack of concern by the ELECTRONIC MANUFACTURERS whoa make them. 
EXPLAIN that for FENNIES they could have prevented the whole pro- 
blem by including a few capacitors and chokes that would have FFI 
proofed their product.......(shifting guilt over to them). NOW, 
it is time to tell your NEIGHBOR that you know how to most Likely 
resolve the problem with a few simple devices.

While operating in Canada 
you must stay withing the limits of your FCC authorized frequencies. Canadian 
tepeaters are losted in the ARRIL REPEATER DIRECTORY, available from your local 
Amateur Radlo book distributor or from ARRI HQ.

The best know radio station around the 1920's was in fact the EL£feltower 
in Paris with its cal] FL. Everyone relied on the Riffeltower; ships radio 
operators used it for adjusting the ship's chronometer and others listened to 
press telegrams and weather reports as well as broadcast concert performances. 

As the world's tallest construction, suggestions to use it as a radio tower 


were put forward in 1904. Four wires were stretched out from the top in four 
directions. The radio station itself was placed under-ground and only a small 
fenced in hole in the surrounding lawn where the feeder line came down, 
showed 
where the radio station was situated. The actual entrance to the station was 
diacreetly hidden in amongst some shrubs on the outskirts of the area. 

Ry 1927 the Effeltower had become a military station with military
